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DETAILED ACTION 

The submission of after final amendment filed on 7/30/03 is acknowledged. At this point 
claims 3, 7-9, 15, 16, 22-24, 27-30 have been amended, claims 1, 2, 4-6, 10-14, 19-21, 25, 26 
have been canceled and the remaining claims left unchanged. Thus, claims 3, 7-9, 15-18, 22-24, 
27-30 are at issue in the instant application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 22, 23, 27, 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Mechlin (US 6,286,954). 
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Mechlin discloses (Fig.3) an eyeglasses having a front frame portion and reversible arms 
extending therefrom and a discrete screw driver stored on the arm and extending from the distal 
end of the arm and a plug end covers the screw driver. Arm has a container for storing the 
screwdriver that is provided with an opening that faces a proximal end. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Colitz (US 
5,430,503). . 

Colitz discloses a combination a pair of eyeglasses and writing instrument wherein the 
writing instrument stored on one of the reversible arms. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Price (US 
4,234,910). 

Price discloses an eyeglasses having a light source positioned on the arm of the glasses. It 
is understood that the light source may be positioned at any end of the arm depending on 
necessity and will work identically. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 7-9, 15-18, 24, 28 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Referring to Claim 7 the prior art of record fails to show a light source that is positioned 
in a recess of the arm. 

Referring to Claim 8 the prior art of record fails to show a light source that is positioned 
in a cavity within the arm. 

Referring to Claim 9 the prior art of record fails to show a light source that is positioned 
to shine towards the distal end of the arm. 

Referring to Claims 15, 24 the prior art of record fails to show the eyeglasses wherein a 
side of the arm is provided with a groove that opens into the cavity. 

Referring to Claim 16 the prior art of record fails to show the eyeglasses having the combination 
of the light source and a container for storing the writing instrument. 

Claim 17 is allowed as claims depended on claim 16. 

Claim 18 is allowed as claims depended on claim 17. 

Referring to Claim 28 the prior art of record fails to show an eyeglasses having light 
source and at least one reversible arm.
